CALL TO ORDER
Mr. Angelucci called the meeting to order af 1:01 p.m.

REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF MINUTES
The Board reviewed the meeting minutes of December 6, 2012. Ms. Williams-Coger made a motion, seconded
by Mr. Winstead, to approve the minutes as presented. The motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Angelucci made a motion, seconded by Ms. Williams-Coger, to amend the agenda to add the New Castle
Moose 1578 under Raffle Applications, item 4.8.3. The motion carried unanimously.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS
FINAL DENIALS — NONE

Re-Review of Contingent Approvals and PTD Applications — None
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Re-Review of Available Workshop Dates for the Proposed Gaming Seminar

Ms. McAtee explained that at the last meeting the Board decided that the workshop would be held at 6 p.m.
on March 14, 2013 and at 10 a.m. on March 28, 2013. These dates and times are tentafive and would be held
based on a positive response from the public. Ms. Williams-Coger made motion, seconded by Ms. McDowell to
approve the tentative seminar dates for March 14, 2013 at 6 p.m. and March 28, 2013 at 10 a.m. The motion
carried unanimously.

Review of the Act to Amend Title 28 of the Delaware Code Relating to Charitable Gaming

Mr. Willard stated that the underlined language was new in section 1523 of the Statute. This new language
would allow the Board to impose a fine to organizations that held charitable gaming activities without a permit.
Section 1525 of the Statute included new language that would allow the Board to set the maximum prize
amount for Bingo games in their Rules and Regulations. Changes to sections 1523 and 1525 were the only two
recommended changes fo the Statute.

Order to Amend 10 Del. Admin. Code 101, Rule 4.6
The Board signed the order to amend 10 Del. Admin. Code 101, Rule 4.6.

Proposed Amendment to Rule 4.11 in 10 DE Admin. Code 101 - Public Hearing Scheduled for

February 7, 2013

Mr. Willard read the proposed amendment to Rule 4.11 in 10 DE Admin, Code 101. Rule 4.11 was proposed to
state “when more than one player is found to be the winner the designated prize, if monetary, shall be divided
as equally as possible. When a prize is not monetary, a single winner may be determined in accordance with
the organization’s own house rules. The other players who gqualified to win the game may be given a chance in
a drawing to be held later during the same event with the winner of that drawing receiving the prize offered in
that drawing. The value of the prize in the subsequent drawing shall be counted towards the maximum
allowable prizes of the event.” Mr. Angelucci reviewed background information concerning the Rule 4.11
amendment decision for Mr. Winstead who was not present at the December meeting.

Toni Scarantino stated that there were other ways to setftle a tie other than a drawing as stated in the Rule
amendment. Ms. Scarantino stated that organizations have created loser prizes for these situations and that
each organization had a different way to settle a tie game. Some organizations used “loser” brackets where
the players received extra game boards and only “losers” were eligible to play. Mr. Willard stated that he
could amend the language to state “game” instead of “drawing.” The current amendment used the word
“drawing” in the language and was already published in the January 2013 Delaware Register of Regulations.
The amendment to Rule 4.11 already published would have to be cancelled and the new version would be
published in the February 2013 Delaware Register of Regulations. The hearing would be scheduled for March 7,
2013 because there was not enough time to revise the language since the January 2013 Delaware Register of
Regulations had already been published.

Mr. Angelucci made a motion, seconded by Ms. Williams-Coger, to amend the language to the amendment
of Rule 4.11, to change the word “drawing” to Ygame.” The motion carried unanimously.

Ms. McAtee stated that she would cancel the public hearing for Rule 4.11 that was scheduled for February 7,
2013. Mr. Willard stated that the changes to Rule 4.11 would be published in the February 2013 Delaware
Register of Regulations and the hearing would be scheduled for March 7, 2013.

Continued Discussion on Rule 3.10 Regarding Bingo Prizes (Value vs. Cost Wording in Rule 3.10)

Mr. Willard reviewed the Statute and stated that there was nothing present that would affect changing Rule
3.10 in the Rules and Regulations. Mr. Angelucci stated the fair way to amend the Rule 3.10 would be to have
organizations verify how much they paid for prize items with receipts in order to validate the amounts stated on
prize lists. If the item was completely donated then the donor should provide proof of the full retail value of the
prize, and that value would then be used by the organization as the value of the prize. Ms. Wiliams-Coger
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supported Mr. Angelucci's recommendation. Ms. Scarantino and Ms. O'Neill stated that they would support
the Board’s recommended changes to Rule 3.10 and they just wanted clarity on what to enforce.

Mr. Angelucci stated that it would not be fair to use the wholesale value of an item. Mr. Willard stated that if an
item was donated the organization should declare the retail value not wholesale value and provide a
document to prove that.

After contfinued discussion, Mr. Angelucci made a motion, seconded by Ms. Wiliams-Coger, to pass an
amendment to Rule 3.10 to allow organizations to use actual retail values for prizes, provided that they have
receipfts for those prizes. In the event the prizes were donated, the retail value would have to be established by
the donor, providing proof of the retail value. The motion carried unanimously.
